- How many people there are* who 
will tell us with a degree of positive¬ 
ness that- is liable to be convincing, 
of the grtat changes that have taken 
place in the climate of our country,] 
even within their own memories. 

It is logical to assume that each 
generation of grandfathers tell the 
same story, and that we ourselves, if 
ever we reach that stage, will still 
keep up the tradition. 

Were this change real, instead of 
being imaginary, our winters would 
years ago have reached the absolute 
zero stage, and our summers—well, 
it is hard to say what woutd be the 
state of "our summers now, but tjic 
probabilities are that the world 
would approach the nebulous stale 
during July and August at least. 

But according to deductions of 
Sir Frederick Stupart, superintendent 
and director of the Magnetic Obser¬ 
vatory, at Toronto, these suppose*! 
changes in our climate afie pu?e fic¬ 
tion. In short, Canada’s climate is 
not changing, or not to an extent that 
could be observed even in many gen¬ 
erations. - 

In a lecture before the Royal As¬ 
tronomical Society at Toronto, re¬ 
cently, Sir Frederick went into the 
matter with considerable scientific 
detail and minuteness." He quoted 
from meteorological tables obtained 
in some cases from early French set¬ 
ters and Jesuit missionaries, and ex¬ 
tending back for two centuries, to 
show that the climate has been pul-

Canada’s Opportunity 
According to American reports, the 
allied powers intend to erect vast 
numbers' of portable steel dwelling; 
houses for the use of soldiers at the- 
front, and also as homes for the in¬ 
habitants of territory which has beet* 
devastated by the, war.

Value of Irrigation 

Lands Once Refused as Dry Now 
Producing Big Crops Under 
Irrigation 

“That land in the Coaldalc (Alber¬ 
ta) irrigation district yielded returns 
in wheat amounting to from 26 to 51 
bushels per acre in 1915, is shown in 
the annual report just published by 
the Dominion Irrigation Department. 
Equal moisture from irrigation and 
from rains were received by the 
fields, but the value of the artificial 
watering was very apparent. The ex¬ 
tension of irrigation in Alberta is go¬ 
ing on continually, and the valuable 
land that would otherwise be useless 
is being brought into production by 
artificial precipitation. The review 
contained in the report refers to the 
tilne "when the C.P.R. first refused all 
lands between Moose Jaw and the 
Kocky Mountains because they were 
considered too dry. Finally, the com¬ 
pany agreed to accept the block of 
laqd which it now holds as an irriga¬ 
tion district, witlMhe intent to flood 
the fields by the artificial systems 
now established. Water is taken for 
this tract from the Bow river within 
Calgary limits, and carried to land of 
which 223,000 acres arc irrigable. To 
J. S. Dennis, of Calgary is attribut¬ 
ed the construction of the first irfi- 
gation system in Alberta, when, as 
commissioner for irrigation, he car¬ 
ried out the law passed in 1894. In 
the Lethbridge section work was be¬ 
gun in 1897 by the Alberta Irrigation 
Company, which is now controlled 
by the C.P.R. There are approxi¬ 
mately 130,000 acres of land irrigable 
from this system, and- some 75,000 
acres have actually been irrigated.— 
Calgary News-Telegram.

The Diminutive Extent of United 
SttN|l Aid to Belgium 

We read that the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium lias now distribute 
cd goods worth about $227,000,000, of 
which the people of the United States 
contributed $10,000,000, or 4.3 per 
cent. This comes to less than" ten 
cents apiece for every maif, woman 
and child. Canadians have given a 
sum equal to eighteen cents apiece. 
New Zealand has given $2.34 for ev¬ 
ery one of its population, and Tas¬ 
mania’s generosity is represented by 
gifts that work out at $6.25 Tor each 
inhabitant. Of the $217,000,000 that 
America did not give $125,000,000 was 
spent in this country for goods to 
send to Belgium. 

Of course we have given money for 
relief of distress in many other lands 
than Belgium. Poland, Serbia, Lith¬ 
uania, Albania, Armenia, Syria have 
allHooked to us an^ have not appeal¬ 
ed' without a response of some 30rt. 
This is exclusive of such hospital and 
relief work as has been done by Am¬ 
erican men, women and money in 
France, Germany and othcr theatres 
of war. Perhaps the total of our war 
charity would go some way to redress 
our showing in Belgian relief,' which 
too closely resembles a two-cent lag- 
nappe with each quarter’s worth of 
goods purchased hero.—The Sun, 
New York.

the German lines around Bapaume. And while 
the Kaiser’s under sea boats have been scouring 


the seas with the ^irpose of starving England, 
—and failing almost miserahly in their intent,— 
the subjects of the Kaiser in Germany, particul¬ 
arly the women, have been stirring up discon¬ 
tent and causing riots in the streets of some of 
the cities. So bad did the riots become that the 
police used machine guns on the mob, -and, in 
one instance, the military refused to-act. The 
remarkable part was that nothing was done to 
punish the soldiers who refused to shoot on their 
civilian brethren. During the days of the sub¬ 
marine blockade Germany has been growing 
hourly weaker, economically, not only in food, 
but in cotton, wool, rubber, and a hundred other 
necessities of life at home and in the army. 
Clearly the barometer of Germany is steadily on 
the down grade. 

But there are two sides to every question 
and. the other side; as far as we are concerned, 
is England, how has she fared during the three 
weeks of the blockade ? Instead of food riots 
and public unrest there has been a mighty effort 
by the people to win the war. The latest war 
loan which was floated during the last few days, 
has been more than subscribed, and instead of 
the £500,000,00b, the amount of the loan, it is 
expected that the subscriptions will be between 
£800,000,000 and £1000,000,000 (nearly five bil¬ 
lion dollars) all new money, that is money from 
sources hitherto untouched. The submarine 
campaign, apart from raising the query as to 
whether it would draw the United States into 
the war, has had no appreciable effect. In Can¬ 
ada there will shortly be a new loan floated, and 
according to all indications it will be .over sub¬ 
scribed, as the last one was. All over the Em¬ 
pire the war is being handled in a determined 
manner, against which the German method of 
submarine barbarity becomes a mere show of 
irascible temper. On the one hand we have the 
German people disconsolate and rioting, while 
their leaders, in order to divert attention, let 
loose the blockade, while on the other hand we 
see Great Britain and her colonies and allies de¬ 
termined, cheerful, ready to suffer, ready to pay, 
with supreme confidence in themselves and the 
ultimate outcome of the war. And their confi¬ 
dence is the force which, from the first, has 
brought them to where they stand today.- *•

Last week the minister of finance 
summoned the executive of the 
Canadian Bond Dealers’ associa¬ 
tion to Ottawa for a conference 
as to the outlook; and today he 
had a conference with represent¬ 
atives of the Canadian Bankera’ 
association upon the same sub¬ 
ject 

No information is forthcoming 
at present as to the amount 
terms or price of the loan as these 
details will pot lie settled until 
immediately before the issue is 


made. They will be determined 
upon then in the light of prevail¬ 
ing conditions. >v 

It is understood that Sir Thom¬ 
as White has thdassurance of the 
earnest co-operation of the finan¬ 
cial community and of the bond 
dealers and broker^ who contri¬ 
buted materially to the success 
of the last loan. In view of the 
exchange situation between the 
United States and Canada, which 
is at present adverse to Canada, 
it is regarded' as probable that 
the securities of the new loan! 
will ne made payable both in 
Canada and in New York. To¬ 
day’s conference was attended 
by representatives of /nearly all 
the chartered banks of Canada. 


WEEK’S WAR JOTTINGS 

At the sittings of the Pruasiap 
diet last Friday Herr Hoffman, a 
member of the Socialist minority 
violently attacked the Govern¬ 
ment and the police in regard to 
their conduct toward the people. 
He Said that several workers had 
been arrested without reason,and 
that workingmen were constantly 
threatened utith being sent to 
the trenches, which was thus 
made4o appear a punishment 
The speaker of the house remind¬ 
ed Hoffman of the treatment 
meted out to Herr Leibknecht, 
and this moderated matters. 
Hoffman, however, declared ttyt 
peace would have been been pos¬ 
sible long ago had Germany given 
publicity to her war aims. 

Despite the fact that more 
than 100 ships have been sunk 
by the German submarines since 
February 1st the blockade is 
said to be a” failure. Statistics 
show that only one vessel in forty 
steaming from neutral ports is 
sunk, and this percentage is so 
insignificant as to make the 
blockade hardly worth while.

Comprehensive Research Study of 
Cereal Straws in Canada 

Having in mind the prevention of 
waste and the economic utilization of 
raw materials produced in Canada, 
Lord Shaughncssy has, says the Mon¬ 
treal Journal of Commerce, authoriz¬ 
ed Arthur D. Little, Limited, the Can¬ 
adian branch of a well-known Boston 
organization of analytical chemists, 
to undertake a comprehensive re¬ 
search study on cereal straws in 
Canada, to include the straw of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye, and hav¬ 
ing for its purpose the industrial util¬ 
ization of the excess straw now com¬ 
monly burned in the West. 

This problem has been divided into 
some twenty divisions, and these di¬ 
visions are being assigned, under the 
direction of Mr. Little, to various in-' 
dividuals and laboratories whore best 
results can be obtained in the short¬ 
est time. Some of these divisions are 
the botany of cereal straws, the che¬ 
mistry of straws, the fuel possibili¬ 
ties, production of ethyl alcohol from 
Itraw, the fabrication of straw lum¬ 
ber, the production of various pulp 
and paper products from stggw, a 
study of the destructive distinatiou 
of straw, processes for increasing the 
feeding value of straw, the econom¬ 
ics of the straw question, the present 
industrial uses of 9traw, etc. 

It is greatly desired tp have the 
work sufficiently completed by next 
autumn to enable an impressive straw 
exhibit to be made at the National 
Exhibition in Toronto, after which 
thore is a possibility of entraining the 
exhibit for the purpose of showing 
through Canada what can be done 
with' this large amount of raw ma¬ 
terial. Mr. Little has the co-opera¬ 
tion of various Government depart¬ 
ments in this work, of McGill and 
other universities, commercial labora¬ 
tories, and individuals.

Canadian Fish for Soldiers 


Enemy Using Bells to Provide for 
Munitions 

According to official jO^strian fig¬ 
ures, up to the end or August r.o 
fewer than 15,200 church bells had 
been melted down for munitions in 
the Dual Monarchy, the yield of me¬ 
tal being returned as 7,464 tons. That 
averages half a ton per bell, but as 
there were probably a fair number of 
big bells included—it was recently 
announced ' that tfie famous 17-ton

Weekly Ration Planned for the Bri¬ 
tish Army, Also far Anzacs 
in Hospital 

The Government has been Notified 
from London that the British £l!th- 
orities have completed arrangements 
for giving the British troops a tegu¬ 
lar ration of Canadian fish. A week¬ 
ly ration is planned, and orders will 
be placed at once for several million 
pounds of frozen fish from Canada. 
The new demand will further stimu¬ 
late the Canadian fish industry in all 
parts of the Dominion. t 

Arrangements for the supply are 
being made • through,- Major Hugh 
Green, who was'sent to England by 
Sir Sam Hughes last spring to super¬ 
intend-the Canadian fish ratiort supply 
for the Canadian troops overseas. 
That scheme proved' -so successful 
that the British Board of. Trade ask¬ 
ed Major Green to go back to Canada 
and arrange for a still bigger supply 
for the British army. 

New Zealand ?rid Australia have 
also arranged to give their ;nen in 
hospital a weekly fish ration through 
.the Canadian Fish Supply Depart¬ 
ment in London.

£ameroons, Southwest Africa, Meso- 
— potaniia. the Balkans arid the Pacific?- 
Thc$|rtre Russian troops fighting at 
this n/oment in France ana around 
Saloniki. How did they get there? 
BritistVsubjects in. hundreds upon 
hundred^ of thousands have flocked 
from alllthe ends of the earth to the 
central Uattlefield. What agency con¬ 
voyed inem? What power protected 

thcrnjr 

The United States has built up with 
th/allies a trade that throws all pic 
vipus American experience of foreign 
commerce into the shade. But how 
many Americans, 1 wonder, stop to 
ask themselves how it is that this vast 
volume of merchandise has crossed 
the Atlantic in the midst of the 
greatest war in all history almost as 
swiftly and securely as in the days ot 
profoundest peace? 

One by one Germany’s colonics 
have been torn from her grasp. How 
1 comes it that not a single blow has 
been struck in defence of them by 
the Fatherland itself How is it, 
again, that of Gcrinan sea-borne com¬ 
merce there is noim; that not a sin¬ 
gle German merchant vessel date 
show her nose—her nose, I s^id, not 
her periscope—out of harbor; and 
that Germany has been totally strip¬ 
'll petf of the enormous asset of her for¬ 
eign trade? 

How is it, once more, that the Bel¬ 
gian* and the . Serbian armie^ have 
been rearmed, reconstituted and re¬ 
equipped; that Russia' has been rc- 
munitioned; that France, thongh her 
Pennsylvania is in the enemy's hands, 
is still for purposes- both of war and 
of commerce a great manufacturing 
nation, and that all the allies can im¬ 
port freely what they need from the 
neutral world? 

The answer, to all these questions, 
and the sole answer to most of them, 
is the British navy. Our control cf 
the seas is not a mere adjunct to the 
strength of the alliance. It is its 
basis. It supports the whole edifice. 
Without it all that the allies have 
m built up would crumble to pieces. 
With it they can erect on a rock the. 
instruments of certain victory. 

And besides being the maritime 
and financial bulwark of the alliance, 
Great Britain is also becoming its su- 
. preme arsenal and workshop. Al¬ 
ready, and on an enormous scale, she 
has furnished the allies with indispen¬ 
sable supplies, munitions, ships, coal, 
clothing, and other material. To her 
all who are fighting with her turn as 
to an exhausticss treasure house, and 
rarely turn in vain. Shells, field how¬ 
itzers, heavy guns, grenades, mach¬ 
ine guns, and small arms leave Brit¬ 
ish ports in immense quantities day 
after.day for the use of our allies. 

One-third of our total production 
of shell steel goes to France. That 
fact alone, to those who understand 
the character of this war, is an epi¬ 
tome of the industrial services ten¬ 
dered by Great Britain to the com¬ 
mon cause. Three-fourths of the 
stecl-producing districts of France 
are occupied by the enemy, and out 
|By absolutely deipends on us for 
command of the sea (o procure tne 
essential basis of all modern warfare. 

It is the same with other metals; 
_ with copper, for instance, antiiW.iy, 
lead, tin, spelter, tungsten, mercury, 
high-speed steel, and other less vital 
substances. All these we arc manu¬ 
facturing in Great Britain or in 
other parts of the Empire, or tjur- 
• chasing in neutral lands and deliver¬ 
ing to our allies, under the protec¬ 
tion of the British navy, to the value 
of '$30,000,000 a month. Millions of 
tons of coal and coke reach them 
from our shores every week; one- 
fifth of our total production of ma¬ 
chine tools is set aside for them, and 
huge cargoes of explosives and ma¬ 
chinery are daily despatched to tfcdr 
address. 

There is a factory in England who 1 - 
ly manned by Belgians and engaged 
in manufacturing nothing but guns 
, and small arms for the Belgian 
troops. There are two or three that 
do nothing but supply Russia’s needs, 
and two or three others solely devot- 
*4 to making guns for the French. 
ATI,the allies, except the Rumanian**, 
arc fighting at this moment in Brit- 
) ish-madc military boots, of which we 
have turned out some 30,000,000 pairs 
. since the war began, and British 
workshops played their part in tne 
Russian sweep through Galicia last 
May and the Italian repulse of Aus¬ 
tria's offensive. 

There arc today in Great Britain 
over 4,000 firms wholly engaged in 
the production of war«material, r>nd 
not one of them before the war had 
had even an hour’s experience of that 
class of work. Nearly 100 colossal 
plants have been erected, and sonic 
3,500^000 pefiple^-of-whorn 700,000 are 

-women, “find employment therein. 

That is a miracle of improvisation 
that must, I suppose, be unique in.in¬ 
dustrial history. 

We arc now turning out in three 
weeks as much cightecn-pounder am¬ 
munition, in two weeks as much field 
howitzer ammunition, in eleven days 

J s mtny medium-sized shells, and in 
our days as many heavy shells as v--; 
tygTf turning out in the whole of the 
fWt year of the war. The etlorinous 
British armies overseas have been 
equipped with rifles and machine puns 


solely from domestic sources. Every 
month we are manufacturing twice 
4 s many, heavy guns a^j the entire- 
army possessed eighteen months ago, 
the production having multiplied six¬ 
fold in the last yehr, and being still 
rapidly on the inci'easc. 

Americans, I imagine, have little 
idea of the tremendous scale on 
which things are done. Since ‘.he bc- 

§ inning of the war we must have or- 
ered and paid for abroad or manu¬ 
factured at home—mainly the latter 
—about 100 , 000,000 yards of woollen 
cloth, as much of flannel, as much of 
cotton, about a thousand million but¬ 
tons 1 and another thousand million 
horseshoe nails, 60,000,000 pairs of 
socks, nearly 30,000,000 blankets, 10,- 
000,000 woollen gloves, 50,000,000 
brushes, 25,000,000 knives and forks, 
a thousand million sandbags, 7,000,- 
000 razors, over 2,000 miles of wire 
rope, a thousand million pounds of 
flour; 250,000,000 pounds of crackers, 
and at least 200 , 000,000 pounds of 
Tommy Atkin’s delight—I mean, of 
course, jam and marmalade. 

. Besides this wc have increased our I 
navy by the tonnage equivalent of be¬ 
tween fifty and sixty super-Dread- 
noughts; our merchant marine is to¬ 
day aH but as large as it was at the 
opening of the war,'in spite of --.11 
losses; London remains the financial: 
clearing house of the world, and the | 
British people have brought the value 
of their ordinary export trade to a fig- I 
ure that must soon surpass the re -1 
turns for the most prosperous years 
of peace. And yet, 1 dare say, there 
are still Americans who believe that 
British labor has not pulled :fs pro¬ 
per weight. ‘ 

But as the climax to all her other 
achievements Great Britain has con¬ 
verted herself into a military power 
of the first rank. After raising an] 
army that far outdistanced in point 
of numbers any army ever raised on 
the voluntary system, she has thrown 
aside the prejudices of centuries ;.nd 
imposed universal military service on 
all her men between the ages of 
eighteen and -forty-one. Five million 
men enlisted in the army from tl:c 
British Isles before ' conscription 
came into force. By the time the war 
is over at least twelve per cent, of 
the population will have served with 
the colors. 

And this new aj-my, drawn from 
every class and profession and trade 
in the United Kingdom, has shown 
during the last five months on the 
Somme, in what is by far the great- 
csf battle of this or any other war, 
that they can beat the Germans at 
their own game. The troops that 
could carry such positions as Fil- 
eourt, Contalmaison and Thiepval ceti 
carry anything, and the Germans 
know it. We have developed the 
scheme of attack which they ittcmpt- 
ed at Verdun, and wc have turned it 
against themselves on a far bigger 
scak-j with a far heavier weight of 
mtm and metal behind it and, with 
fsrrgreatcr results. 

Since the battle of the Somme be¬ 
gan over 700,000 of the enemy have 
been put out of action, and what jias 
happened on the Somme is a mere 
'joke to what is coming. We can 
continue it indefinitely; we can re¬ 
peat it in other sectors 4 vhcn the 
right moment strikes. Combined with 
the stranglehold which our fleets 
maintain on the arteries of German 
life, our armies in France and Flan¬ 
ders, packed up by a commissariat, 
medical, transport, supply and re¬ 
pairing organization that is the last 
word in military efficiency, are a gua¬ 
rantee of victory as good as any na¬ 
tion could desire. 

The world did not know, Germany 
certainly did not know, I am not sure 
that we even knew ourselves, of what 
Great Britain was capable when all 
her resources of character and mat¬ 
erial might were extended to the 
uttermost. But we know now; the 
pleasure has been taken; a great cri«is 
has supplied the test, and the natibn 
which Germany affected to despise 
has become**be" chief instrument of 
that downfall which the coming year 
will assuredly register. 

"Gott Strafe America” 

There is a notion in England mat 
the "Gott Strafe England” cry nas 
ceased in Germany. 1 found no sign 
of it lessening. To it has betn added 
“Gott Strafe America.” Pastors, pro¬ 
fessors and the press have told the 
German women that their husbands, 
sons and sweethearts arc killed by 
American shells. Prince Rupert of 
Bavaria has made tlt’e public v state- 
ment that half the allies’ •ammunition 
is American./The feeling against Am¬ 
erica among the German women is so 
intense that the American flag had to 
be withdrawn from the American 
hospital at Munich, though the hos¬ 
pital was supported by Gcrman- 
American funds.—D. Thos. Curtin, in 
London Times. 

* Y Blaming the Newspapers 
About everything on the earth and 
under the sea has beert blamed lor 
the high prices, and now a travelling 
man writes a letter and blames the 
newspapers. He asks; “Why did not 
the newspapers give some warning of 
the coming high prices so that peo¬ 
ple could, in a measure, hare prepar¬ 
ed for them? Editors must be ac¬ 
quainted with all current events, 
financial and industrial, and know 
something of the tendency of the- 
times. Were they in ‘cahoots’ with 
the men who bought large quantities 
of goods when the prices were low 
and are selling them when the prices 
have risen?” This travelling man 
most carefully has not been reading 
the editorial columns of the newspa¬ 
pers very closely.—Omaha World -1 
Herald. 


Wounded Canadians 

* Are of Great Use 

Many Employed in the Central Reg- 
, istry at Brighton 
.Many people think if a man lias 
been injured in battle so that he can¬ 
not return to the front his days of 
usefulness are over. This is not 'he 
case. On a recent visit to the com¬ 
mand at Brighton, the Canadian As¬ 
sociated Press was impressed with j 
the splendid organization and perfect 
system which is in operation in the 
Central Registry there. It was fur¬ 
ther impressed'with the fact that aH 
men employed were casualties. 

The Central Registry is the clear¬ 
ing house for all correspondence and 
documents. Every letter which enters 
Divisional Headquarters is received 
there. A synopsis is made of its con¬ 
tents and recorded^ in what is known 
as a precis slip. This slip is filed away 
against the almost impossible contin¬ 
gency of an accident occurring to the 
letter. AH important letters are also 
registered in a book. They are ^th en 
distributed to the bratich concerned 
and appear on the dt*sk of the officer 
in charge in the shortest possible 
time. When the officer has replied 
the letter and a copy of his reply are 
placed away on the file. This file is 
secret and it is an offence to mutilate 
or change it in any manner. If the 
point at issue is of such a nature as 
to require attention at a future date, 
this is indicated on the file and the 
letter will appear on the desk of the 
officer concerned on the morning of 
that date. 

In the course of time a great many 
letters will be deposited on the same 
file, which will consequently be re¬ 
quired from time to time by various 
branches. The system is so perfect 
that no matter how often the file may 
change hands the officer in fharge cf 
the Central Registry can always place 
his finger on it at a moment’s notice. 

Something like 700 to 1,000 com¬ 
munications are received by the Cen¬ 
tral Registry in a day. Very little 
effort of the imagination is required 
to appreciate what it means to epen, 
take a precis, sort and deliver this 
mail. In addition all orders and 
communications to the various units 
and outside world have to be attend¬ 
ed to by the Central Registry. 

Working in the army is very differ¬ 
ent from working in civilian life. This 
branch gives a twenty-four hours’ 
service. The same men would- have 
been greatly upset had they been 
called upon to do the same work be¬ 
fore they joined the army. The fact 
that they are working for King and 
country makes all the difference. 

British Prisoners , , 

In German Camp 

English Bishop Visits Ruhlcben and 
Gives His Impressions 

The first Englishman to visit, and 
return - from an English prisoners’ 
camp in Germany is Bishop Bury,] 
who thus sums up his impression^: 

“This never-to-be-forgotten week 
among my countrymen has made me 
more thankful than ever that l am 
an Englishman, and if I am not very 
much mistaken my imprisoned coun¬ 
trymen at Ruhleben have made the 
enemy respect us and our brave-men 
at the front. During my stay at the 
camp (Ruhleben) I witnessed an ex¬ 
hibition football match, a play at the 
theatre which has been constructed 
under the grand stand, attended spe¬ 
cial concerts that were arranged, and, 
in fact, participated in all phases of 
camp life. - 

“In all my varied experience I have 
never seen a better organized bit of 
community life.- The prisoners ad¬ 
minister their own affairs entirely,, 
and the Germari guard and the offi¬ 
cial censor seems to be there just to 
fulfil requirements. 

“Ruhleben is, of course, a race¬ 
course several times larger than that 
at Newbury. The horse-boxes .and 
lofts, with one or two extra erec¬ 
tions that have been made, arc call¬ 
ed barracks. Each has its English 
Camp captain and vice-captain. The 
wltqle arrangements of camp life arc 
entirely under military discipline. 

“This applies equally to games, 
shops, school—which is like a small 
university — kitchens, theatre, and 
arts and science classes. All are per¬ 
fectly organized. No profits are 
made, and charges of all kinds only 
meet the cost of expenses. 

' “There is a very effective body of 
English police, comprising some of 
the very best men in the camp. 

“Among the 3,600 prisoners there 
is no crime, and the moral standard 
is much higher than is usual in a com¬ 
munity of such dimensions. All 
kinds of civilizing, humanizing, and, 
spiritual influences are at work. 

“As for food, the men practically 
live upon their parcels from home. 
Everything that goes to the life of 
the camp -in the way of materials, 
etc., has been sent out from this 
country or provided at the expense 
of the British Government. 

“I may add that all letters from trie

Testing Prussia’s 

War Theory 

, Teutons Now 'Learning, What a War 

of Nations Really Means 

“The plain fact is that the theory 
of war, having been perfected in Ger¬ 
many about a century ago, is now for 
the first time being put to the test 
of experience on an adequate and 
really instructive scale. They were 
great logicians, were those Prussian 
theorists. They saw, what was mani¬ 
festly true, thftt it .was absurd for a 
nation to go to war with less than 
its whole strength. Small profession¬ 
al armies "had a certSitKexCtlse in the 
days when transport was an enor¬ 
mous difficulty, but 'when the pro¬ 
gress of engineering made it possible 
to feed huge hosts and to convey im¬ 
mense quantities of munitions, it 
was evident that the nation whicn 
went to war without being able and 
willing to throw all its weight into 
the struggle was playing a fool’s part. 

. . . Logic decreed that it should 

be a case of all or none; and in a 
world in which only a few advanced 
thinkers (Kant among the number) 
had ever doubted the eternal neces¬ 
sity of war, ‘all’ was the only possible 
answer. To the nation which first 
acted up to this conception, and did 
so with thoroughness and diligence, 
great successes were assured. . . . 
But all the world had by this time 
recognized the cogency of the Prus¬ 
sian logic, and had seen that two 
(and even more) could play at the 
game of organizing so as to bririg all 
their strength tw. bear. The result is 
that Prussia, confronted by half a do¬ 
zen converts to her own creed, is now 
learnifffr what a war of ‘nations Tn 
arms’ really means.”—William Ar¬ 
cher, in London Daily News. 

To Secure Data 

On Natural Resources 

C.P.R. Will Conduct Important Sur¬ 
vey to Co-ordinate'With Work 
of Government 

An important survey of the natural 
resources of Canada is being under¬ 
taken .in connection with the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, which has for 
its purpose the co-ordinatit>p of the 
work which has been so well done by 
many gov*rnnient departments and 
with it other data which the govern¬ 
ment has not collected, thereby mak¬ 
ing easily accessible to those quali¬ 
fied to utilize the . information as 
much data as possible, relative to the 
natural resources of Canada. Great 
care will be taken not to do work 
that has already been well done, and 
the effort is one which distinctly calls 
for co-operatiou. Arthur D. Little, 
Limited, the Canadian branch of a 
Boston organization of analytical 
chemists, are th? directors of the 
work and will, do their part of the 
work with the same altruistic spirit 
they hbpe to find among thoAe who 
assist. The information now available 
is to be collected on standard forms, 
is to be transferred to cards in a 
manner to make it possible to quick¬ 
ly separate the cards according to re¬ 
quired classification at the moment. 
Thus if one desires to know all the 
places in Canada where deposits of 
iron are to be found in proximity with 
limestone, water power, or some oth¬ 
er resource, the list of localities can 
be .supplied very quickly. To-accom¬ 
plish this work, which is in the in¬ 
terest of the whole Dominion, it will 
be necessary to have part time assist¬ 
ance from a great many people who 
will be willing to devote a very small 
fraction of their spare time to the 
wbrk because of self interest, patriot¬ 
ism, local pride, and in some cases 
nominal remuneration. Those io 
whom the plan has been explained 
have offered their co-operation, and 
have been cnthusiaslic^vcr the possi¬ 
bilities of the work and the advan¬ 
tage to the country at. large in hav¬ 
ing such information thus brought to¬ 
gether and classified for the free use 
,of those interested. A bulletin is now 
being compiled setting forth in great¬ 
er detail the plan and purposes of the 
survey, and this will be sent out es¬ 
pecially to those whose co-opcratipn 
is desired.

Desires Peacfe Only Because ShadoDefeat are Lengthening 
Throughout the Fatherland, and Famine Threatens to Hasten 
tne Approaching End of Her Military Power 


Enemy’s Submarine 

Inhumanity 

Crew of Vessel Subjected to Biutol 
Treatment By the Germans 

The senior wireless operator of one 
yri-the British vessels sunk by a Ger¬ 
man \ubmarine has given an inter¬ 
esting account of his experiences. 

“Weflcft New York on the saint! 
day asl the Deutschland,” he states, 
“and-'procccded on our voyage with¬ 
out inchlgnt till nearing Englahd. 1 
had becnT'bif duty till two a.m., and 
was snatching a few hours’ rest in 
the wireless cabin when I was awak¬ 
ened by the bursting of a shell above 
my head. The dawn was just break¬ 
ing, and I immediately made prepara¬ 
tions for sending out for help. The 
second shell, however, from the sub¬ 
marine struck the aerial, and This 
disconnected the whole apparatus, 
leaving us at the submarine’s mercy. 
The shelling continued for some time 
and the wireless cabin, of which I 
was the sole occupant, was under ti ej 
till the boats were lowered, and, in 
company with the captain, 1 was the 
last to leave* the .ship. 

“The submarine commander direct¬ 
ed one of the boats to approach his 
vessel, and several sailors boarded 
her carrying explosives and on rcac.it- 
ing the ship these were placed on 
board. Our cook was taken out ot 
one of the boats, and, with a pistol 
pointed at his head, was directed to 
reveal where the stores and provi¬ 
sions were kept. These were loaded 
in one of the lifeboats still on our 
vessel, and we then pulled away with 
this in tow to the submarine. Here 
the commander gave certain ins’ruc- 
tions, and cross-examined the cap¬ 
tain, the while a German sailor danc¬ 
ed round a gun trained on our boat, 
the rest of the crew clapping their 
hands in delight at the prospect of 
more frightfulness. 

“There Vas one thing I particularly 
noticed.-The submarine had no num¬ 
ber, but on the bow, was painted the 
colors of the German flag in a circle. 

“The commander of the submarine 
having gained as much information 
as our captain cared to impart, 
directed us to pull away, and, in 
broken English, said, ‘Get to hell ou' 
of it.’ Wc ‘got,’ and the last wc saw 
was the submarine manoeuvring 
round our ship, preparing, no doubt, 
to give it the coup-dc-gracc. 

“in a fairly rough sea, with the 
boat full of water,_clad only in juy 
pyjama^T oil-skin, and“lifebelt, ' it 
was seven hours before we were pick¬ 
ed up by another vessel, and right 
thankful were wc when .we landed to 
be received with every hospitality, 
and thankful to.have escaped with 
our lives.” 

The Record of Our Navy 

What the Empire Has Accomplished 
With the Aid of the Fleet 

Sea power has never been employ¬ 
ed with such unalloyed success; ne¬ 
ver before lias a maritime country 
been controlled, as Germany has 
been controlled, with an iron domin¬ 
ion that has prevented it floating a 
keel on any of the oceans of the 
world. Nor is that all. Under the 
guardianship of the fleet wc have 
carried out transport operations un¬ 
precedented in their character. Seven 
million soldiers and others have been 
carried overseas, in many instances 
making voyages of several thousand 
miles, apart from 1,250,000 horses and 
7,000,000 tons of supplies and ammu¬ 
nition. This country has also been 
fed from the sea, and communications 
with the Dominions and with neutral 
markets have been maintained. Above 
all,* the navy, without a day’s inter¬ 
mission, has offered a threat to the 
second greatest sea power, sheltering 
his ships behind mines and coastal 
defences, and has prevented him from 
carrying out hid widely-advertised de¬ 
sign of invading this country. That, 
in brief summary, is the record of the 
navy;—London Telegraph. 

Canada’s Peat Bogs 

There are some big peat deposits 
in the Province of Ontario and else¬ 
where in Canada, sorfie.not many 
miles from Ottawa, and they are said 
to be rich in a certain something very 
much in demarfd wherever a battery 
of guns is in action. Sir Arthur Co¬ 
nan Doyle described what he called 
a miraqle town recently in an article 
in The Times, relating to a/place 
“somewhere in Great Britain," where 
since September, 1915, a lonely pqat 
bog, fringing the sea, has been trans¬ 
formed into an industrial centre mea¬ 
suring already • nine good miles one 
way, with an average of one and a 
half ’the other.” • This munition cen¬ 
tre on a peat bog will be converted 
into a good asset of permanent value 
when it is through with its. present 
State service. Is it “too late” to 
think of tapping some,of the peat 
deposits of this country as a venture 
in State enterprise, under national 
service?:—Ottawa Citizen.

Professing to be sni-priiLl 
by the tone of the Allied A ply to n 
defeated foe who claims ttfc fruits of 
victory, the German l’rcsk widi one 
accord breaks into nmlcdicthms, anti 
vows to c?ap with The sword (lie har¬ 
vest of triumph whijli the war-lot ds 
have failed to garn4r by the cunning 
of diplomacy. Gennaoy deceives no 
one by her game of bluff. She wants 
peace, and wants it badly, not be¬ 
cause she sorrows over the countless 
graves where sleep the victiihs of her 
insatiable lus\for power, not because 
Isnc finds her \oul and longs for the 
way* of peace and righteousness, blit 
because the shaiKiws of defeat arc 
lengthening throughout the Father¬ 
land, and famine threatens to follow 
the avenging sword in completing 
the downfall of German pride and 
German military power. Nothing 
will silence the guns of the Allies so 
long as tfic enemy hopes to avert oy 
premature peace negotiations the 
punishment that alone fits his crime. 

Despite the most rigorous censor- 
ship of news, the cooking of casualty 
lists, and the false and misleading re¬ 
ports of^ specially-conducted war- 
tourists, Germany can no longer con- 
cea l from the world the despera-e 
conditions that prevail throughout 
the land and that foreshadow the ap¬ 
proaching end of her domination in 
Europe. Writing in The London 
limes jpf the cooked casualties, Mr, 
D. T. Curtin, who has been in Gci- 
many, says: 

"When tltc great veil of mystrry 
that shrouds Germany is lifted -1 be¬ 
lieve it will be found that these cas¬ 
ualties have, in true Berlin ccnsoi 
fashion, been delayed, suppressed, 
and confused. They are believed in 
by hardly any members of the only 
thinking party in Germany—the So¬ 
cial Democrats. Daily intercourse 
with Germans brings to light the fact 
that Johann, who was killed five 
months ago, has not been mentioned 
in any list, and that Heinrich, who 
was reported wounded, lias really 
been dead six months. 

"My inquiries on this h<md largely 
lay among those connected with the 
wonderful German Epspital*, in. whirl* 

I took an interest on this as oil previ¬ 
ous visits. The German Army Medi¬ 
cal Service makes no secret of the 
fact that the Government is keeping 
unpleasant realities from the people.” 

The new year is the Allied vear. 
Comparative inactivity may prevail 
during the winter months, but no anx¬ 
iety or despair clouds the hopes of 
the Allied nations. Nemesis has 
overtaken the ravishcr of Belgium. 
The German war-lords may keep 
their people in the dark as to the for- 
tunes of the army, but they cannot, 
by cooked reports, restore the bal¬ 
ance of military power essential to 
victory, or satisfy the German peoph- 
with stones when they cry for bread. 
—Toronto Globe. 

The Common Soldier 

Glorious Heroism Should Be Prop* 
erly Rewarded 

Wc would appeal to the authorities 
to cast aside the last lingering traces 
of the old idea which used to prevail 
at army headquarters, that the com¬ 
mon soldier was a mere cipher, and 
that when the State had rounded off 
the career of some successful Cont- 
mander-in-Chief with a peerage and 
the insignia of several orders of 
knighthood, It had fully done its duty 
also to the great soldier’s veterans. 
The glorious heroism displayed dur¬ 
ing this war in circumstances and 
surroundings of unexampled danger 
and hardship has led to the institu¬ 
tion of new medals and new crosses, 
and yet it is the unanimous jtidgntont 
ofi all who have seen the fighting that 
these honors are richly won over and 
over again by hundreds of rnen who 
receive no special recognition. vVe 
cannot do too much—indeed, we can 
never do half enough—in the way of 
recognition either for the -living sol¬ 
dier or for the dead.—London Teic- 
graph. ‘
